The taxpayer is not allowed to tie 
duct any personal, living or fam ily ex 
pense, any am ount spent for impi riving 
property or any expense of restoring 
property or m aking good its exhaus­ 
tion for which an allow ance is claim ed 
under depreciation, 


Figuring the Tax. 


B e f o r e figuring the normal tax the 
dividends are deducted as credits from 
net income, together with the personal 
exem ption. As in previous years, divi­ 
dends of dom estic corporations are ex 
em pt from norm al tax when received 
by the stockholder. 
'I’lie normal tax rates for citizens 
and residents a re as follow s: o n the 
first $4,000 of net income in excess of 
the credits the rate Is 6 per cen t; on 
.my fu rth er taxable Income the rate Is 
12 per cent. 
The surtax rate s apply to net In­ 
come of each individual in excess of 
$5,000. 
The personal exem ption aud 
the dividends are not deductible before 
com puting surtax. 
In the case of re­ 
tu rn s by husband and wife, the net in­ 
come of each is considered separately 
In com puting any su rtax that may be 
due. 
Form 1040 should be used for 
m aking returns of net income exceed­ 
ing $5,000, and the instructions on that 
form will show’ how to figure the su r­ 
tax.

However, 
it m ust he rem em bered th a t plague 
rem ained persistently epidemic through 
the centuries in certain q u arters of 
lite world, such as the highlands of 
Yunnan in China and of Asir in w est­ 
ern Arabia, and India has alw ays been 
regarded as a reservoir.

The tru t£ of the m atter is th a t very 
little pigskin 
is 
ever 
tanned 
into 
leather. 
T he pig-leather industry is 
chiefly confined to Scotland and Ger­ 
many. the reason being th at the skins 
are left on the carcasses In alm ost all 
the othFr p a rts of the world. Although 
in noiTMkt tim es a pigskin is w orth 
$1.50, yet it is seldom removed from 
the carcass. 
One reason is the great 
difficulty of flaying the anim al. 
It ap­ 
pears to b e.alm ost impossible by pres­ 
ent m ethods to rem ove the skin w ith­ 
out cutting aw ay a large quantity of 
fat. and the value of the skin com­ 
pared to the loss of w eight of the m eat 
offers very little inducem ent to remove 
the skin. iu addition to which the cus­ 
tom of leaving tile rind on bacon and 
pork effectually prevents any attem pt 
a t present to increase the supply of 
pigskins.

Corncobs have alw ays beeu one of the 
great w aste products of American ag 
rlculture, yet the chem ists of the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture have proved 
th a t practically the entire cob can be 
converted 
into 
valuable substances. 
About 37 per cent by weight of one 
cob may be converted into crystalline 
glucose. The cellulose rem aining after 
the adhesives are removed is prac­ 
tically a pure product, very absorbent, 
and m ight he used for a num ber of pur­ 
poses. 
Alcohol 
can

m anufactured 
by 
ferm entation of the corncob glucose. 
A certain am ount' of sugar may be ob­ 
tained from the cobs. 
About 2.5 per 
cent by weight of acetic acid is recov­ 
ered as a by-product in the m anufac­ 
ture of tlje corncob adhesive. W hether 
it will prove profitable to recover all 
of the by-products in the m anufacture 
of adhesives can only be determ ined by 
com mercial developm ent.

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PLANT MORE CHERRY TREES 


Qeod Reasons for 
Urging Increased 
Cultivation of Useful and Pretty 
Bearers of Fruit 


Although in al least two states, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, there are more 
than 1,000,000 cherry trees and nearly 
na many in several other states, the 
Commercial 
interests 
are 
relatively 
small compared with several other 
fruits in which the number of trees 
Is considerably less. 
In the south the summers are too 
long and hot. as a rule, for cherries 
to do well, and they do their best at 
the higher altitudes. 
In their endurance of low tempera­ 
tures sour cherries compare favorably 
with apples. 
Sweet cherries are less 
hardy than sour sorts. 
Their endur­ 
ance of cold corresponds more nearly 
to that of the peach. 
Cherries are sensitive to a poorly 
drained soil. 
Clay soils, extremely 
retentive of moi store, give the poorest 
results, and the lighter, better drained 
soils the hest. 
Soils that dry out ex­ 
cessively are also unsatisfactory. Mod­ 
erately productive soils give better re­ 
sults than those which represent either 
extreme in fertility. Cherries blossom

The 
first 
Fvopean 
encyclopedia 
was pr<»b*rt.v the work of Abulpharu- 
gni. the first vol time of which was 
published ATO years ago. 
To the Chi­ 
nese. however, belongs the credit of 
having originated 
the 
encyclopedia 
idea, and China boasts of having the 
largest of these. 
The Great Encyclo­ 
pedia of China is by far the most stu­ 
pendous literary accomplishment in 
the history of the world. 
The work 
of compilation has been carried on 
for centuries, and has engaged the 
labors of over 2,000 scholars. 
The 
“Yung-Lo-Ta-Tfen.” as the work is 
culled, comprises over 22.000 sections 
and is bound in 11.000 volumes, each 
half an inch in thickness. 
The work 
contains a total of 917.480 pages. The 
volumes when laid flat one upon an­ 
other form a stack of books 4f>0 feet 
high. 
There arc only a few complete 
sets of this gigantic work in exist­ 
ence. 
The first English encyclopedia 
was issued in 1020, and the great 
French one was published in 1751 and 
succeeding years. 
The Encyclopedia 
Britannica was firsl published by Wil­ 
liam Smell ie, in 1771.

Parsnip Fritters. 
A very nice fritter, and one that ma) 
bo given to the person who will not 
eat parsnips as usually served. Gook 
the parsnip until tender, mash and sea­ 
son well, then drop by teaspoonfuls 
into a fritter batter and fry in deep 
fat. Drain on paper and serve hot. 


Beef Rolls. 
Cut thin slices of round steak into 
oblong pieces, place a spoonful of sau­ 
sage meat on euch and tie up with a 
string. 
Dredge with salt, flour and 
pepper and brown in a little hot fat. 
Glace in a casserole with a cupful or 
more of broth. Simmer for two hours. 
When ready to serve, take off the 
strings and serve 
with 
the sauce 
poured around the rolls. 


Codfish and Macaroni. 
Break into inch bits a half cupful 
of macaroni, cook and cool. Add one 
cupful of fluked codfish, put in layers, 
in a buttered baking dish, sprinkle 
with salt, if needed, and pepper, a 
little chopped onion and milk to mois­ 
ten. Bake until brown, 


Swedish Cabbage. 
Boil until tender a dozen leaves of 
cabbage. Drain and fill with the fol­ 
lowing m ixture: 
One pound of beef 
chopped fine, one egg. two tablespoon­ 
fuls of cream, pepper, salt and pars­ 
ley to season. 
Rub the dish with the 
cut side of a clove of garlic, mix well, 
then roll a leaf around a spoonful of 
the mixture, tying It and trimming the 
ends neatly. 
Place In a baking pan 
with a pint of stock or butter and wa­ 
ter. 
Baste and bake for a half hour 
or until the meat Is tender. 
Serve 
with the sance poured round the rolls. 
Tile strings should be removed and the 
gravy thickened before serving.

A closer

th a t we have two distinct types of 
roadside scenery. 
The first may be 
;said to be where the trees, shrubs, 
buildings, and other objects that bor­ 
der the highway form the element of 
the picture, with the roadway as a 
central feature. Many places along the 
roadside have no inducements w hat­ 
ever as to special attractiveness, and, 
In fact, the scenery may be of a de­ 
cidedly monotonous character. It Is in 
!snch a place th at we may feel at lib­ 
erty to plant according to the so-called 
closed type. 
The second type can be used where 
the wide meadows, fields, and distant 
landscape compose the picture, with 
the roadside trees as fram es. 
Exam­ 
ples of this type may be found in many 
sections of the state, where beautiful 
vistas could be enhanced by the pres­ 
ence of suitable shade trees. 
Tn many 
cases, trees along the highway form 
screens so as to break up the long 
stretches of views along openings here 
and there which make more attractive 
the 
roadside 
scenery. — Chicago 
Tribune.

Good Reasons for Urging Increased 
Cultivation of Useful and Pretty 
Bearers of Fruit. 


A lt h o u g h 
in at 
least two states, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, there are more 
than 1,000,000 cherry trees and nearly 
aa many in several other states, the 
tom m ereial 
interests 
are 
relatively 
small compared with several other 
fruits In which the number of trees 
ta considerably less. 
In the south the summers are too 
long and hot. as a rule, for cherries 
to do well, and they do their best at 
the higher altitudes. 
In their endurance of low’ tem pera­ 
tures sour cherries compare favorably 
with apples. 
Sweet cherries are less 
hardy than sour sorts. 
Their endur­ 
ance of cold corresponds more nearly 
to that of the peach. 
Cherries are sensitive to a poorly 
drained soil. 
Clay soils, extrem ely 
retentive of moisture, give the poorest 
results, and the lighter, better drained 
soils the best. 
Soils that dry out ex­ 
cessively are also unsatisfactory. Mod­ 
erately productive soils give better re­ 
sults than those which represent either 
extreme in fertility. Cherries blossom 
comparatively early, the sweet sorts 
earlier in most oases than the sour

Experts Condemn the Use 
of Paris Green 


Druggists and merchants handling 
spraying materia is are being urged by 
tile economic entomology department 
of the Wisconsin College of Agricul­ 
ture to purchase arsenate of zinc or 
arsenate of lead instead of paris green 
this year. 
Insecticides should be or­ 
dered by the grower in February or 
March, says L. F. Centner, one of the 
entomologists, and the decision to use 
some other spray than paris green 
should be made now. 
Experiments conducted in the field 
show that paris green is not an eco­ 
nomical spray material, as it causes 
severe foliage injury. 
On potatoes 
two and one-half pounds of arsenate 
of lead or two pounds of arsenate of 
zinc to DO gallons of water may be 
safely used. 
The spray must be ap­ 
plied evenly and must be put on when 
the young bugs are beginning to hatch. 
Although tile arsenate of zinc should 
not he used on any other plants than 
potatoes, arsenate of lead may be used 
on all kinds of crops. 
One pound of 
it is not so deadly in effect as a pound 
of paris green, but it will not burn, it

BIRDS OBSERVE ROAD RULE? 


Why There Are Few or No Collisions 
Between the Feathered Travel­ 
ers in the Air. 


“Collisions between airplanes are not 
uncommon, and a satisfactory ‘rule of 
the road’ seems a very difficult prob­ 
lem. 
lf we could find out what the 
birds know of this matter it would be 
invaluable knowledge, for it is prob­ 
able this risk of collision will eventu­ 
ally be the greatest of all in the air." 
S o writes Wilson Armistead, an Eng­ 
lish naturalist, in t h e course of an ar­ 
ticle on t h e effect of storms and wind 
currents upon the Hight of birds. 
“I have often wondered,” he says, 
“whether teal flying down in a gale 
ever come to grief. 
I know nothing 
living that travels at such speed, for 
they are small compact birds and may 
not really be going as fast as they 
seem to be. There is one place in which 
I som etim es sit. where whenever there 
is a strong southwest wind’, these birds 
pass me like bullets, and what is more 
they sound very like them, but I have 
never yet seen an involuntary collision 
between two birds in the air. 
“This assuredly opens up an inter­ 
esting question. 
We know that birds 
have flight lines. 
Have they by any 
chance a ‘rule of road' or air? I think 
they must have. 
Among all the thou­ 
sands of birds closely packed along 
our coasts in winter, there would un­ 
doubtedly frequently be collision if 
some such rule did not exist. 
As it is, 
one never sees a case of hesitation. 
Birds pass each other at full speed 
without the slightest sign of slowing 
dew rn”

Since the slump in the ostrich feath­ 
er market occurred in 1014, schemes 
have been devised in this country to 
minimize the losses to ostrich farm­ 
ers, many of whom had no other cap­ 
ital than their flocks of these giant. 
birds. 
The eggs of the ostrich have 
long been a staple product on the 
market of Port Elizabeth and other 
ostrich centers, and have been mixed 
with hens’ eggs bv bakers in the man­ 
ufacture of cakes and pastry. Lately 
two sealed cans, each containing 20 
ostrich eggs in liquid form, have been 
shipped to London as an experiment. 
The results are awaited with Interest. 
In large quantities, ostrich eggs pack­ 
ed are quoted at Port Elizabeth as 14 
to 18 cents each. 
One of these eggs 
weighs between two and three pounds, 
and is equivalent to about two dozen 
hens’ eggs.
